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ABSTRACT 



This annual report provides an overview of special education 
students and services in North Dakota and describes the programs, funding, 
and special projects for the 1998-1999 school year made available to special 
education units through Part B of the Individuals with Disabilities Education 
Act and state special education funds. A state summary, and descriptions of 
individual units, private schools, and state-operated programs are detailed 
in this report. The report finds that in the 1998-1999 school year, 13,468 
students with disabilities ages 0-21 received special education in North 
Dakota. Of the total number of students with disabilities, 13,138 were served 
in public schools and 330 students were served in state-operated programs. 

The report represents continuing progress toward the following goals: (1) 

coordinating comprehensive, collaborative planning which enhances educational 
opportunities and services for all; (2) securing the human and financial 
resources to support a comprehensive system of educational opportunities; (3) 
providing technical assistance, consultation, and other services that empower 
educational service providers; and (4) fostering quality education. The 
report closes with a description of activities funded by federal grants for 
improving programs for children with disabilities in North Dakota. (CR) 
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FOREWORD 



. The Special Education staff is pleased to present this annual report to the Superintendent of Public Instruction and the citizens of 
North Dakota. 

The major portion of this report describes the numbers, programs, funding, and special projects for the 1998-99 school year. 
Funding was provided to special education units through Part B of the Individuals with Disabilities Education Act (P.L. 94-142) as 
amended and state special education funds. A state summary, individual unit, private schools and state- operated programs are 
detailed in this report. 

In the 1998-99 school year, 13,468 students with disabilities ages 0-21 received special education in North Dakota. Of the total 
number of students with disabilities, 13,138 were served in public schools and 330 students were served in state operated 
programs (state schools and infant development programs). This compares to 13,225 students with disabilities ages 0-21 served 
during the 1997-98 school year. Of the 1997-98 total students with disabilities, 12,858 were served in public schools and 367 
students were served in state operated programs. 

This report represents continuing progress toward the special educations role in meeting the goals of the department. They 
include: 

Goal 1: To coordinate comprehensive, systematic, collaborative planning which enhances educational opportunities and services 
for all. 

Goal 2: To secure the human and financial resources to support a comprehensive system of educational opportunities. 

Goal 3: To provide technical assistance, consultation, and other services that empower educational service providers. 

Goal 4: To foster quality education through the meaningful implementation of statutes, regulations, policies, and procedures. 

Continuing to work towards the achievement of the above goals remains a priority of the Department of Public Instruction. 

Through the Special Education Annual Report, the Office of Special Education extends its thanks to all professionals, legislators, 
and parents who have made it possible to maintain our common commitment to serve children with disabilities in North Dakota.

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IDEA-B ADVISORY COMMITTEE FOR NORTH DAKOTA 



The IDEA Advisory Committee met on the following dates: September 17, 1998, November 12- 13, 1998, February 18, 1999, 
March 25-26, 1999, and June 2-3, 1999. 

The committee's activities for the year were driven by the strategic plan, which was completed the previous year. The goals, as 
outlined in the plan, are as follows: 

Goal 1: Systemic Change: The Individuals with Disabilities Education Act (IDEA) Advisory Committee will review and make 
recommendations for designing an educational system that accommodates the needs of children and their families. 

Goal 2: Collaborative Service Delivery: The Individuals with Disabilities Education Act (IDEA) Advisory Committee will review 
and make recommendations regarding interagency collaboration in the state (efforts between and among 
agencies/ organizations, educational institutions, communities, parents and others in order to network and coordinate 
services delivered to children and their families). 

Goal 3: Training & Development: The Individuals with Disabilities Education Act (IDEA) Advisory Committee will monitor the 
design of a continuous skills enhancement and development system for stakeholders — e.g., teachers, families, 
consumers, agencies, specialists, school board members, administrators etc. — which will accommodate the needs of 
students and their families. 

Goal 4: Administration: The Individuals with Disabilities Education Act (IDEA) Advisory Committee will review aspects of the 
state system for administering the Individuals with Disabilities Education Act and make recommendations for 
improvements. 

The goals and objectives related to each goal formed the basis for planning activities (e.g., work of task forces and subcommittees) 
of the IDEA Committee since the Strategic Plan was completed. 

Reports on various topics were presented at the September 17, 1998 meeting. Linda Hartman gave a report on the Task Force on 
Special Education Accountability. Mark Fill, Merry Glaser, and Linda Idartman, members of the Public Relations Subcommittee, 
gave a report on their work on a brochure that describes the IDEA Advisory Committee and its work. Brenda Oas gave 
information on the status of the educational strategist credential, provided an update on implementation of IDEA and provided 
an update on the OSEP monitoring process. Mariel Zeller provided information from the Task Force on Participation of Students 
with Disabilities in Statewide/ Alternate Assessments. Mariel distributed a draft copy of the Guidelines for Participation of 
Students with Disabilities in Statewide/ Alternate Assessments and shared a brochure that is being developed for families 
regarding their child’s participation in assessments. Bob Rutten provided a report on dispute resolution options. The Committee 
approved the new process for the reporting of dispute resolution information. Jeanette Kolberg provided a review of the pilot 
project on Non- Categorical Delay (NCD) for children ages 3-5. The Committee passed a motion that DPI adopt NCD as an 
option for children ages 3-5. Jeanette also provided a report on the status of the State Implementation Plan. 

The meetings held on November 12-13, 1998 included a follow-up report by the Task Force on Special Education Accountability. 
The Task Force had previously met to discuss priority issues. The first priority was to work on a revised monitoring system. 

Linda Ffartman reviewed features of a revised monitoring system and provided a status report on the development of 
performance goals and indicators. The IDEA 1997 Amendments require states to develop performance goals and indicators. The 
Public Relations Subcommittee shared a revised copy of the IDE A Committee brochure. The Steering Committee for Federal 
Monitoring conducted training for the IDEA Advisory Committee. The IDEA Committee assumed the responsibilities of the 
Steering Committee. Jean Newborg and Teresa Kurtz presented information on the Comprehensive System of Personnel 
Development (CSPD) Subcommittee work on updating the information regarding special education credentials. Jean also 
provided information from two needs assessments that were conducted through a contract with Minot State University in 
preparation for writing the State Improvement Grant (SIG) application. Other items discussed at the meeting included issues 
regarding special education boards and an overview of some materials being developed to address questions regarding home 
education and students with disabilities. 

The IDEA Advisory Committee met via the Interactive Video Network on February 18, 1999. Old business included a review and 
approval of the Performance Goals and Indicators and review and approval of special education credentials in preparation for the 
hearings on administrative rules. New business included review of some changes to the North Dakota State Plan and a legislative 
update. 

The meetings on March 25-26, 1999 consisted of a joint meeting with the Comprehensive System of Personnel Development 
Subcommittee. Brenda Oas presented an overview of the OSEP Continuous Improvement Model and explained the side by side 
comparison of issues identified as problems in the OSEP monitoring, ongoing initiatives and the ND Performance Goals and 
Indicators. The group participated in a conference call with Deborah Morrow of OSEP dealing with the monitoring and 
improvement strategies.

On March 26 Brenda Oas shared information from regulations in IDEA 1997 that provide options for addressing disability labels. 
The two options deal with the construction clause under child find and children experiencing developmental delays. The 
Committee then heard presentations from personnel from Iowa (Barb Moses, a school psychologist from the Heardand Area 
Educational Agency, and Jeananne Hagen, director of special education for the Iowa Department of Education), who were invited 
to provide an overview of how the state of Iowa is implementing the child find construction clause option. Dr. Peggy Schaeffer of 
the University of North Dakota provided a presentation on the joint position statement by the National Association for the 
Education of Young Children (NAEYQ and the Division for Early Childhood (of the Council for Exceptional Children) 
regarding developmentally appropriate practice for children ages birth through nine. The developmental delay option in IDEA 
1997 is closely aligned with this long-standing position of the two organizations. 

At the June 2-3, 1999 meeting, Mariel Zeller provided a report on the status of the work of the Task Force on Participation of 
Students with Disabilities in State wide/ Alternate Assessments. To date, the State has developed and disseminated guidance on the 
participation of students with disabilities in state and district-wide assessment programs, developed expanded standards in the 
content areas of English Language Arts and Mathematics as the basis of the alternate assessment, and developed a draft of the 
alternate assessment for students who are unable to participate in the statewide assessment program. Linda Hartman, Chair of the 
IDEA Task Force on Special Education Accountability, provided a review of the report and recommendations for improvements 
to special education accountability practices. Teresa Kurtz, member of the CSPD Subcommittee, provided a brief report on major 
activities of the CSPD Subcommittee over the past year. Reports were provided by Valerie Fischer and Jeanette Kolberg of DPI 
on the status of interagency agreements. GaryFreier and Roman Weiler, members of the Trend Watch Subcommittee, reported 
on the work of the subcommittee. Other topics discussed included the administrative rules process, the status of the educational 
strategist credential, licensure reciprocity with surrounding states and the policy options dealing with developmental delay ages 3-9 
and the construction clause under child find. Deborah Morrow, OSEP and Wayne Ball, MPRRC attended the meeting on June 3, 
1999. Deborah provided some information concerning the monitoring report for North Dakota. The discussion focused on 
information from the draft report which is divided into strengths, citations (or violations), and areas for improvement. The final 
report was not yet available. The election of new officers for the IDEA Advisory Committee for the coming year was held. 

Teresa Kurtz was elected chair and Jennifer Gall was elected vice chair.

SPECIAL GRANTS 



1. Services for Children and Youth with Dual Sensory Impairments 

The grant for Children and Youth with Dual Sensory Impairments was funded by the U.S. Department of Education for the 
1998-99 school year at $87,567. This project was directed by the Department of Public Instruction and implemented by staff 
at the ND Center for Persons with Disabilities, a University Affiliated Program at Minot State University. The mission of the 
project is to improve the education and services for children with deafblindness and their families in ND. This is 
accomplished through training, mentorship, resource dissemination, and technical assistance to families and professionals in 
ND communities. The five major goals of the project were: to coordinate services with existing systems, agencies and 
personnel; to identify children and youth eligible for 307.11 services; to expand the operation and services of the Statewide 
Technical Assistance Team (STAT); to expand the role of children, youth and their families in the project; and to develop and 
maintain a cohesive system of training and capacity building for North Dakota professionals serving students with deaf- 
blindness. 

Some of the NDDBSP activities included: staff participation in statewide interagency groups; collaborative efforts with 
statewide and national agencies and groups; revision of deaf-blind census materials and the identification of 52 children and 
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youth with deafblindness, ages birth to 21; expansion of parent and consumer participation in project activities by the 
provision of financial support to attend loc al and national conferences; revision of the technical assistance model training 
materials; development and distribution of the newsletter, four times a. year, to approximately 828 people in ND and 

across the USA; distribution of materials through the ND Deaf-Blind Resource Center, and consultation/ site visitation by the 
project coordinator and STAT members to sites throughout ND. 

2. Preschool (Section 619) and Part C Grants of IDEA 

The Department of Public Instruction received Preschool Grant (ages 3-5) funds from the United States Department of 
Education beginning July 1997. The amount received was $748,392. Seventy- five percent of this was distributed to local 
programs on a per child basis. The remaining twenty-five percent was used for state discretionary projects and for 
administration of the grant. In addition, the Department of Public Instruction received $260/84 as a subcontract from the 
Department of Human Services to carryout Part C Grant activities. Part C is a section of IDEA that addresses programming 
for infants and toddlers (ages birth- 2) with disabilities. 

North Dakota, with its intent to provide a seamless system of services for children from birth through age five, has used 
combined funding sources to collaborate various activities under each grant. Therefore, the following descriptions will not 
separate activities by funding source. 

A North Dakota Eariy Childhood Tracking System (NDECTS) 

The NDECTS is a joint program of the Departments of Health, Human Services and Public Instruction. The NDECTS 
has been operational statewide since 1991 in all eight Governor’s Planning Regions and on all four reservations (Fort 
Berthold, Standing Rock, Fort Totten, and Turtle Mountain). NDECTS is an interagency effort to identify, monitor and 
make appropriate referrals of children, age's birth to six, determined to be at risk for developmental delays. Local 
interagency teams meet on a regular basis to review referrals, schedule monitoring efforts, and coordinate services to the 
children and their families. Monitoring data is gathered either through parent questionnaires or local interagency 
screenings. 

NDECTS is funded from IDEA-Part C and IDEA-Section 619 funds. NDECTS is a coordinated effort of the 
Departments of Health, Human Services, and Public Instruction and has been developed in response to PL 99-457. The 
Department of Human Services is lead agency for 0-2 year old children services. The Department of Public Instruction 
is lead agency for 3-5 year old children services. By agreement, NDECTS is housed within the Department of Public 
Instruction. 

The goals and objectives of the North Dakota Early Childhood Tracking System originates from its stated vision and 
mission. All activities of NDECTS support and sustain its vision and mission. Each goal and objective finds its 
foundation on a corresponding vision statement. 

Goal 1: To coordinate the identification, monitoring, and referral of all at-risk children and their families enrolled in 
NDECTS. 

Goal 2: To coordinate the offering of appropriate support services to parents to further assist them with their primary 
care giving role to their children. 

Goal 3: To facilitate the provision of quality, integrated care coordination for all at-risk children. 

Goal 4: To assess the status of the community's service delivery system to provide appropriate, quality services to at- 
risk children. 

Goal 5: To advance interagency collaborative efforts for the appropriate configuration and provision of services to at- 
risk children. 

Five regional coordinators direct NDECTS activities in the state’s five quadrants. One Indian reservation coordinator 
directs NDECTS activities on the state’s four reservations. The NDECTS regional coordinators facilitate the formation, 
inservicing, monitoring activities, and service referrals for the 38 local NDECTS teams that operate statewide. Local 
NDECTS teams involve the participation of local special education units, Head Start, Developmental Disabilities, Infant 
Development, county social services, public health, tribal health, Bureau of Indian Affairs, regional medical facilities, 
North Dakota Health Tracks (formerly Early Periodic Screening Diagnosis and Treatment), Women Infants and 
Children, extension service, and other appropriate local service providers. The NDECTS participates with local special 
education units in implementing local interagency selective screening efforts. Selective screening materials have been 
developed to assist in coordinating interagency screening programs, including referrals, screenings, and follow-up of 
screening activities. 
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NDECTS manages a statewide data system designed to facilitate the coordination of the program s caseload, enhance 
interagency data collection standards, and conduct the longitudinal study of at-risk children within the state. Effective 
September 30, 1998, 5,078 children were being actively monitored in NDECTS statewide. 

NDECTS participates in several special interagency projects. Some of these projects include the following: 

(1) Child Find. NDECTS offers an essential structure for Child Find activities statewide. NDECTS cooperates with 
the Part C Interagency Coordinating Committee to plan, conduct and coordinate various Child Find efforts, 
including a standard Child Find logo, media campaign, service protocol, etc. 

(2) Interagency Agreements. As mandated by IDEA, Part Q North Dakota is required to establish a state- level 
interagency agreement among all agencies that provide services to young children. NDECTS has contributed as a 
partner in the North Dakota Part C agreement. NDECTS is also acting as facilitator for the 38 local interagency 
teams as they implement local interagency agreements that mirrors the state- level agreement. 

(3) Reservation Tracking Assistance Project. The Tracking Assistance Project is a reservation- based program, 
which closely monitors the development of children with home visitations. With the enactment of PJL. 102-119, 
responsibility for this project shifted to the four Tribal Councils. The Tracking Assistance Project is now funded 
through Part C and Section 619 funds allocated directly to the Tribal Councils. 

(4) State Birth Review Project. The State Birth Review Project is a joint project among the Departments of Health, 
Human Services, and Public Instruction. NDECTS is an active participant in this child find project. The Birth 
Review Project confidentially and automatically reviews all birth certificates for at-risk factors that might anticipate 
possible developmental delays. Parents are alerted and invited to participate in various appropriate services, 
including NDECTS. Since its start-up in April 1993, monthly computer scans have indicated that approximately 
30% of children in North Dakota have risk factors recorded on their birth certificates. Of these children, 
approximately 40% of the parents are enrolling their children into NDECTS through this program. 

(5) Parenting Initiatives. NDECTS is working closely with the Childrens Services Coordinating Committee 
concerning education outreach projects for fostering parenting skills. 

B. Inservice Training for Early Childhood Personnel 

A statewide early childhood special education inservice day was held in Bismarck on September 4, 1998. Discretionary 
funds were used to support preparation of materials and reimbursement of expenses to attendees. The agenda included a 
discussion and finalized implementation of the non- categorical delay option by the units; presentation of the early 
childhood state- recommended IEP form based on IDEA 97; and discussion and sharing of assessment issues and 
materials for preschool- aged children. 

Brenda Oas, ND Director of Special Education, and/ or Jeanette Kolberg, Section 619 Coordinator, attended regularly 
scheduled Interagency Coordinating Council (ICQ meetings to provide updates and input from Part B (ages 3-5) 
programming in the state. 

The Section 619 Coordinator attended the annual NEC7TAS (National Early Childhood Technical Assistance System) 
Conference in Washington DC in March 1999. The focus of the conference was the Reauthorization of IDEA, including 
State Performance Goals and Objectives, and the impact on early childhood special education issues. 

Updates resulting from IDEA 97, and completed chapters on Transition and Program Evaluation in the Early Childhood 
Special Education for Children mth Disabilities - Ages Three Througf Five guidelines, were disseminated to the field in the Fall 
of 1999. 

The Section 619 Coordinator is part of the self-assessment steering committee for federal monitoring of Part C (birth 
through age 2) in North Dakota. The steering committee began meeting in the summer of 1998 and will continue 
through the 1999-2000 school year. 

C North Dakota Interagency Coordinating Council (NDICC) 

The North Dakota Interagency Coordinating Council (NDICQ met six times during the past year. The mission and 
purpose of the NDICC is to provide leadership in the development of a coordinated, statewide interagency system of 
comprehensive early intervention services for children with disabilities and at-risk children birth through five. The 
purpose of the Council is to provide a vehicle for assuring the coordination of planning, development, and 
implementation activities related to this effort across those state agencies whose services deal with children, families, or 
individuals, including children birth through five with disabilities. The intent of the Council is to: 
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• Promote development of quality early intervention services and prevention awareness in infants and toddlers and 
preschoolers with disabilities and their families. 

• Assure compliance with regulations specified in Public Law 99-457 in the development of birth through five 
. services. 

• Prevent unnecessary duplication of services. 

• Facilitate efficient use of resources. 

The North Dakota Director of Special Education serves as an appointed member of the Council. The Section 619 
coordinator on staff with the department regularly attends Council meetings and subcommittee meetings for the 
purposes of collaboration and communication. 

Subcommittees appointed by the Council meet regularly to plan and implement activities according to their individual 
focus. The six subcommittees and goals of each are given below. 

• Child Find - Inform and educate the public about North Dakota Early Intervention Services. 

• Personnel Development - Coordinate preservice and inservice training for Early Interventionists. 

• Evaluation/ Assessment/ Screening - Develop and coordinate an interagency assessment process for young children. 

• Program Standards - Develop and monitor standards for Early Intervention Services. 

• Family Involvement - Promote family involvement in all aspects of Early Intervention Services. 

Interagency Collaboration - Establish areas of collaboration among agencies providing Early Intervention Services. 

D. Technical Assistance to Local Programs 

Personnel from the Department of Public Instruction responded to local and regional technical assistance requests for 
information, policy guidance and interpretations, resources, and consultation on an ongoing basis. During several 
monitoring on-site visits, technical assistance was provided directly to early childhood special education personnel, either 
on a one-to-one basis or as a small group meeting. 

3. Training Personnel for the Education of Students with Disabilities-Part D, IDEA 

A- Traineeships 

The North Dakota Department of Public Instruction, Office of Special Education, receives federal funds from the US 
Department of Education on an annual basis for personnel preparation. This money funds a program known as the 
“Traineeship” program. The purpose of this program is to increase and retain the number of personnel in North Dakota 
who are fully qualified to provide educational services to students with disabilities through support of retraining efforts. 
Each year the Office of Special Education award a limited number of Traineeships in priority areas of disabilities to ND 
teachers who wish to pursue graduate level retraining in the field of special education. Grant awards are in the amount 
of $1,250 for a minimum of 6-8 semester hours of coursework to be taken over the summer. Preference in the selection 
of applicants is given to those who were recruited by local special education units and declared their intention to return 
to their local communities to meet the needs identified as priority areas for those units. A team of individuals 
representing the Department, the ND University system and the special education units meet to rate the applicants. 
Approximately 45 Traineeships were awarded, as was training provided to various groups of special education teachers in 
low incidence disability areas. 

4. Training Activities Funded under Part B of IDEA 

A. Speech-Language Pathology 

1998-99 saw the successful completion of year one of the Speech- Language Pathology Assistant (SLPA) Pilot Project. 
Two special education units participated in year one of the project. These two units included 3 SLPAs and 5 supervising 
speech- language pathologists (SLPs). At the end of year one, the Department of Public Instruction (DPI) surveyed 
participants of the pilot project and ND Special Education Directors regarding the components of the project (e.g., 
Guidelines, data instruments) and their overall view of the SLPA Pilot Project. The surveys indicated overall support of 
the concept of a continuum of service delivery options within the field of speech-language pathology in the public 
schools. Directors felt that the SLPA position could assist in addressing their overall needs now and in the future. 
Suggested changes focused on a reduction in paperwork regarding documentation of direct and indirect supervision and 
in the pilot project application form. 
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Using the survey and quarterly information gathered from year one of the pilot project, revisions and improvements 
were made to the SLPA Pilot Project Guidelines, quarterly documentation requirements, and the pilot project application 
form for year two of the SLPA Pilot Project. The DPI will continue to work closely with the ND Speech, Language and 
Hearing Association (NDSLHA) and the State Board of Examiners of Audiology and Speech- Language Pathology in the 
implementation of year two of the pilot project. This information gathered from the pilot project will assist NDSLHA, 
the State Board, and the DPI in determining the success of the SLPA in the school setting and will provide valuable 
information for future planning. 

Comprehensive System of Personnel Development 

The Comprehensive System of Personnel Development (CSPD) Committee was established in the fall of 1991 for the 
purpose of making recommendations and advising the Department of Public Instruction concerning the training of 
personnel, the gathering of needs data and the evaluation of special education programs in the state. The committee is 
comprised of representatives from: parents of students with disabilities, state and local education officials, local special 
education administrative personnel, teachers of students with disabilities, agency representatives from state Vocational 
Rehabilitation and Developmental Disabilities, and North Dakota university training programs. The cost of travel for 
CSPD members as well as task force and subcommittee members are paid through IDEA-B funds. 

The stated mission of the CSPD Committee is “to promote a comprehensive system of personnel development to meet 
the needs of children and young adults with disabilities.” Its vision is “a system of personnel development that is learner 
centered and focused on standards that assure quality, equal opportunity, and individualization, and that is valued by all 
community members”. Four goals frame the strategic plan. 

Goal 1: Personnel: The CSPD Advisory Committee will advocate for a sufficient number of qualified special 

educators and related service personnel to be available to meet the needs of children and young adults with 
disabilities. 

Goal 2: Training: The CSPD Advisory Committee will advocate that education, training and development 

opportunities be provided to families, teachers, administrators, school board members, paraeducators, 
related services and support personnel, to meet the needs of children and young adults with disabilities as 
identified through continued collection of needs assessment data. 

Goal 3: Change Management: The CSPD Advisory Committee will examine, interpret and report on trends 

significandy affecting personnel development and services to children and young adults with disabilities. 

Goal 4: Public Support: The CSPD Advisory Committee will increase public awareness and support to assure a 

comprehensive system of personnel development that meets the needs of all children and young adults with 
disabilities. 

The topics addressed by the CSPD Advisory Committee between July 1, 1998 and June 30, 1999 included:

Following is a listing of personnel development opportunities provided to educators, related services providers, parents 

and others between July 1, 1998 and June 30, 1999. 

• On August 3-5, 1998, the Department of Public Instruction (DPI) sponsored a training institute, 

Culturally/ L inguis tically Diverse E x optional Learners m North Dakota The institute was designed to provide training to 
professionals from school districts that provide services for multicultural students who might also have special needs 
requiring appropriate services. Participants received training in the areas of the influence of culture on teaching and 
learning, reducing bias in assessment, second language acquisition and comprehensive service delivery. 
Approximately 50 professionals attended this institute. 

• On August 3-5, 1998, training on INSITE was provided to 25 teachers of preschool students with disabilities, 
related service providers and infant development program staff. The training included content on vision, hearing, 
cognition, communication and developmental programming for young children with sensory impairments. Much of 
the training focused on strategies for family involvement in typical young child settings. Tracy Duncan of 
Brentwood, TN and Lucie Kalfka of South Easton, MA provided the training. Tracy is a national INSITE trainer, as 
well as a regional coordinator, preschool consulting teacher and a parent advisor with the Tennessee Infant Parent 
Service. Lucie is also a national INSITE trainer and a certified teacher/ consultant of students with vision 
impairments. She is currently employed by the Perkins School for the Blind. 

• The Office of Special Education held an Early Childhood Institute for 100 early childhood special education 
teachers and administrators on September 4 in Bismarck. Use of “none ate gorical delay 7 * for children ages 3-5, 
including the results of a pilot study, was the main topic of the Institute. Additional topics included Assessment 
Issues in Early Childhood Special Education and the revised IEP form. 

• The National Association of State Directors of Special Education (NASDSE) broadcast a four-part Satellite 
Conference Series: Creating S (hd Emlm merits Conclude to Learning. The Office of Special Education purchased the 
rights for an unlimited number of downlink sites in ND for the 1998-1999 series. The content extends beyond 
general concepts into day-to-day practical applications, complete with case illustrations. The first 1-1/2 hour 
conference was aired on September 23, 1998 and Dr. Glen Dunlop presented information on FimtEonal Bdmiaral 
Assessments & Planning, the November 4, 1998 satellite conference topic, The Contiramm cf Behavioral Interventions; was 
presented by Dr. George Sugai; on March 24, 1999 the third conference, Linking the General CurriadumtothelEP^ was 
presented by Drs. David Wood and Karen Fognani-Smaus; the last conference was aired on May 12, 1999 and 
information was presented by Dr. Patricia Abrahms and Marcy McGahee-Kovac on Developing Quality IE Ps. The 
Office of Special Education provided conference packets to every special education director in the state. The packet 
included a facilitator guide, conference description, background and supporting materials, and a videotape of the 
conference. All materials could be duplicated for any local school use. Concerned personnel, school board 
members, parents, and other stakeholders were encouraged to participate in this training opportunity. 

• Vision Teacher Training. The Office of Special Education supported a second summer (eight weeks) of training in 
visual impairment at the University of North Dakota. This support allowed nine certified teachers who had 
completed course work the previous summer, to complete internship hours. All have agreed to teach within the state 
of at least two years following completion of their training. Instructors for the training' were from the ND School 
for the Blind and the Grand Forks Public Schools. 

• On October 9, the Office of Special Education and the ND Fetal Alcohol Syndrome Task Force co-sponsored 
training on Fetal Alcohol Syndrome (FAS) in Bismarck. One hundred school psychologists, school social workers 
and special educators attended the training. The presenters were Dr. Pat Tanner Halverson from Tuscon, AZ, and 
Dr. M V. Morton. Dr. Tanner Halverson is considered an international authority on educational strategies that are 
most effective in working with children identified as FAS. Dr. Morton is the Director of the Center for Persons with 
Disabilities at the University of Montana, Billings. 

• A four-part series of programs on special education topics was produced and broadcast through Prairie Public 
Broadcasting by the Office of Special Education. Each program provided information on the 1997 reauthorization 
of the Individuals with Disabilities Education Act and was intended for a broad audience, including parents, 
educators and administrators. Topics included the individualized education program, assessment, discipline and 
behavior, and secondary level transition. To prepare for the presentations, teams of persons, including Office of 
Special Education coordinator, parent, teacher or related services provider, and administrator, attended respective 
national institutes sponsored by the U.S. Department of Education. Information was presented in an interview 
format among panelists, with views of others such as students or consultants provided as appropriate. The programs 
were broadcast multiple times via Prairie Public Broadcast’s library feed, which is available in all North Dakota 
schools. 
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• On January 7 , the Office of Special Education provided training on the Self-Assessment Monitoring Process for the 
West River and Dickey- LaMoure Special Education Units. These two units agreed to serve as sites to pilot test the 
continuous improvement approach to monitoring, and to assist the DPI by providing comments and suggestions on 
how to improve the process. On February 11, 1999 training was provided for three additional unit teams from 
Wilmac, NDSD and West Fargo. 

• On February 5, 1999, the DPI sponsored a preconference workshop to the NDCEC Annual Conference. The 
workshop entitled, “Expanded Standards and Alternate Assessments” presented an overview of the ND process for 
developing an alternate assessment. The first phase was to develop the expanded standards on which the alternate 
assessment is based. The ND Expanded Standards Writing Team reviewed their work on these standards and Sandy 
Thompson, representative from the NCEO at the University of MN, reviewed alternate assessment and the 
development process in other states. Approximately 65 teachers of students with significant disabilities, early 
childhood through transition, attended the preconference session. 

• In March 1999, the Division of Juvenile Services and Special Education met to exchange information about policies 
and practices. Both parties agreed to an annual meeting date to continue sharing information/ education about 
programs that affect students with disabilities involved in the states DJS system. 

• In April and May 1999, the ND School for the Deaf and the Department of Public Instruction, brought together a 
small group of Deaf Education professionals who are currently providing services for students with hearing 
impairments and their families. The goals of these meetings were to 1) obtain input in defining issues relating to the 
education of deaf and hard of hearing students and their families; and 2) to discuss methods to improve, resolve, 
and/ or gain additional information relating to these issues. This information will be used for planning for the future 
of Deaf Education in North Dakota. 

• A Disability Service Council was formed which includes all ND university and college disability support service 
staff. This Council meets 3-4 times a year to exchange information, network, and examine and develop policy 
recommendations for students with disabilities in higher education. 

• A Transition Steering Council was also formed; combining two advisory committees used during the systems change 
transition grant, which served in an advisory capacity to the State Transition Coordinator. Meetings are held 4 times 
a year. 

C Assistive Technology 

On March2-4, 1999 the Department of Public Instruction (DPI), sponsored three regional trainings that focused on the 
new DPI document, Guidelines : A ssisthe Technology for Students wth Disabilities. The goals of the training were to review and 
discuss the many concepts addressed within the Guidelines and to provide guidance in the development of district- wide 
assistive technology plan. Special education unit Directors were asked to select a five- member team to attend the 
training. Approximately 180 individuals attended these trainings. 

In addition to the Guideline trainings, the DPI is working with RIAlT@NASDSE , an assistive technology distance 
learning project, to develop a plan to provide assistive technology course work to professionals in North Dakota schools. 
Currently, 36 professionals have registered to complete the first course offered through RIATT@NASDSE . the 
Overview of Assistive Technology. These individuals will be completing this four- week course sometime between July 
and December 1999. 

D. Building Level Support Team Effort 

Each year, the Department sponsors training to educators in the concepts and practices of Building Level Support 
Teams. The BLST process is intended to assist teachers in determining and implementing strategies for students who are 
experiencing difficulties in the general education classroom. In December 1998, training was provided statewide; three 
introductory sessions and two advanced sessions were offered to 129 teams, or 450 teachers and administrators 
representing elementary and secondary education. DPI covered the costs of the presenters, provided all material and 
meals and reimbursed participants for travel expenses. The training was available for credit that entailed additional 
requirements in the school building, community and with other teachers and administrators. Presenters for the 
workshops have been Dr. Margaret Pysh and Dr. James Chalfant from the University of Arizona, the original developers 
of the BLST process. 

E. Mediation 

The Department of Public Instruction continues to offer and promote the use of mediation to help resolve conflicts 
between families and schools regarding the education of children with disabilities. During the last year there were four 
formal requests for mediation made to the Office of Special Education. In all four instances parents made the formal 
request for this service. In one of those four instances a local school district had requested a due process hearing in 
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order to evaluate a child suspected of having a disability. In response to that request for a due process hearing the parent 
requested mediation. A mediated agreement was reached in this dispute. In another instance a parent had requested a 
due process hearing regarding a free appropriate public education and a change in educational placement. As part of the 
' application for the due process hearing the parent indicated a willingness to consider use of mediation. Mediation 
occurred and a mediated agreement was reached. 

F. Least Restrictive Environment 

During the 1998-99 school year, IDEA-B discretionaiy grants amounting to $70,000 were allocated to regions I and II in 
order to address needed changes in LRE decision making. Regions VII and VIII were allocated $100,000 during the 
1997-98 school year, Regions III and V were allocated $100,000 during the 1996-97 school year, and Regions IV and VI 
were allocated $100,000 during the 1995-96 school year. These changes were part of the Corrective Action Plan to the 
1993 US Department of Education Monitoring in North Dakota. 

With DPI moving toward a regionalized system of technical assistance services and the small number of staff available at 
the state level to guide the necessary changes, it was determined that a regionalized phase-in of the changes in LRE 
implementation would be most appropriate. 

The planning year for each set of regions will include preparation of a status report and plan. The training year will be 
comprised of a large- scale training effort to address needs of the various constituent groups in school districts. Funding 
as described above is allocated to address this training phase. Training efforts will also address the needs of parents and 
other consumer groups, general education teachers, school administrators and school board members, as well as 
personnel in other agencies that work with schools. 

5. North Dakota Secondary Transition Project/ Transition Systems Change Grant 

The five-year transition systems change grant formally ended as of October 1, 1997. Vocational Rehabilitation requested and 
received funding for transition services to continue in each of the eight Governor planning regions; most continue to employ 
a Regional Transition Coordinator to provide collaborative services for students with disabilities as they prepare for life after 
high school. Regional goals and objectives will meet unique characteristics of each area. 

On the state level, the Steering Committee and State Transition Planning Council united to serve as an advisory group to 
oversee policy and implementation of transition services. The Transition Coordinator will remain in position with the Office 
of Special Education, as will the Media Center which has been incorporated into the Division of Independent Study Special 
Learners Collection. 

Transition services will focus on monitoring, pre-service and endorsement, services for 18-21 year olds, followup/ exitor 
surveys, infusion with School to Work, and interagency collaboration. 

ND LEVELS OF SERVICE (LoS) PROGRAMS 



Program Staffing 

During the 1998- 1999 school year, ten Special Education Units provided programming for students under the levels of service 
(LoS) model. There were eleven school districts within these units that implemented LoS programming. Thirty^ two teachers were 
employed to provide services. Of that group, seventeen teachers were employed in full time positions, and the remaining were 
considered to be part time. Of the total number of individuals employed to deliver levels of service, three were paraeducators. 
Except for the paraeducators, all personnel employed held an approved credential in gifted programming. 

Pilot Project 

A Pilot Project supported with DPI funding was implemented in the Yellowstone Trail Consortium during the 1998- 1999 school 
year. The project was supplemented by funds from Eisenhower Science and Math moneys received through the five participating 
school districts. Goals of the project included personnel development for the purpose of implementing LoS programming in the 
consortium school districts; curriculum development team meetings; purchase of supportive curriculum materials to be used with 
students. Theoretical underpinnings for the project were derived from Gardner’s Theory of Multiple Intelligences. The project will 
continue with consortium- wide implementation during the 1999-2000 school year.

Governor's School 

The Governor's School in Mathematics, Science and Business was held for six weeks during the summer of 1999 on the North 
Dakota State University campus in Fargo. Fifty^eight students attended the residential program, with 20 students enrolled in the 
math component, 20 students enrolled in the science component, and 18 enrolled in business/entrepreneurship. Science students 
conducted laboratory research with mentors who are NDSU professors, formally prepared research results, and delivered results 
in a presentation to peers and mentors. Mathematics students participated in classes on mathematical theory, data analysis, and 
computer. Students had extensive hands-on experience in computer laboratories learned to use the Internet, and designed home 
pages. Students participating in the Business component attended business/ entrepreneurship classes with faculty, engaged in 
business simulations, then went on-site at 12 host sites in the Fargo area. One high school credit is awarded to Governor's School 
scholars. Governor's School in Math and Science was initially funded under a Jacob Javits Grant and continues with state support. 
The Governor s School in Business was initiated in 1999 and was supported through a combination of private funding and state 
support. 

In addition to academic studies, Governor's School scholars participated in fine arts activities, team building, community service 
projects, and field trips that provided an opportunity to apply information learned in the classroom.
